/CAMPAIGNS are decided not by the cogencies 
L of candidates, the dose reasoning of editorial 
essayists, or the careful analysis of political plat- 
forms. 


They are usually decided by the instincts 


and impulses of voters, which in many cases 
seem to defy rule and reason. 


An interesting study of political psychology, 


not to say misinformation, is provided by an in- 
quiry recently sent out by the Newspaper En- 
terprise association. A "socialist" was.for Hard- 
ing '"because we need the League of Nations". 
A''progressive" was for Harding "and the league" 
because Lhe "anti-League Irish are for Cox". 
A 


"Debs socialist" was for Harding "because we 
need a reactionary president". A "democrat" 
was for Harding '^because the inefficient demo- 
cratic uplifters will waste more than the repub- 
lican efficiency crooks can steal". An "anti-so- 
cialist single taxer" was for Debs "because free 
r-pecch is the greatest issue". A "radical" was 
against Cox 'Ho kill the democratic party; Hard- 
ing's election -will kill the republican party." . 


With a thousand discontents growing out of 


var and post-bellum conditions, emotional vot- 
ing makes for even greater incoherence than is, 
customary. It is a year of "votes against" rather 
than "votes for", a time when men are mad 
rather than purposeful, impulsive rather than 


. reasonable. Whether sound or not, bulk voting 
by economic and racial.^roups probably has less 
inconsistency, if more selfishness, than the hit- 
and-miss individualistic vote of the season; But 
one general trend is seen by following the straws 
in the wind—it is that for a wide variety of rea- 
!.ons in which consistency is far below 'par ,the 
"outs" have it People are "out" with the dem- 
ocrats, and tho party has no "cobbler" to "mend" 
them. Uncle Sam makes holiday to see Gamaliel 
and to rejoice in his triumph.

HEN grandfather and grandmother were 
young, cellars, at this time-o* the year, be- 


gan'their annual habit of gathering in the 
sheaves. Only they weren't sheaves. They were 
turnips, potatoes, pumpkins. They' were nuts, 
popcorn and cider. They were the winter's food 
supply,

But until within the year past, the cellar had 


gone quite out of fashion. 
One kept his fruit 


and vegetables in the grocer's cellar; his bacon 
and lard in the butcher's shop, and barely allotted 
to the cellar a ton or two .of coal.. Then, sudden- 
ly, folks renewed conversation about "well- 
stocked cellars." This had to do with drinkables, 
and was an aftermath of the 18th amendment 


Now comes the Department of Agriculture 


;mrl exhorts the nation to "get the .cellar habit." 
Meaning the storing of-food in cellars—base- 
ments, if you will-call 'em that—for. the'winter 
table. 


By putting in your winter's supply in the fall 


you broaden the farmer's market. You compete 
with the commercial storage concerns. The re- 
sult is a lu'gher price for producers. Having the 
food in your cellar you decrease the demand for 
food later on. Tlu's creates a smaller market for 
the storage plant and lower prices for those -who 
cannot store any food in their cellars. 


The "well-stocked cellar" should mean this 


winter what it meant in grandfather's time.
